In fact, the 
dairyman with only a few cows from 
which to obtain an Income Is the 
v ery one w ho needs a high-producing 
dairy herd, 
lie is the man who can 
leaBt afford the great losses that come 
from carelessness in breeding. 
Use of 
I mproved Si re. 
For 
dairymen 
in 
these 
circutn 
stances the co-operativ e bull associa­ 
tion offers a means of securing the 
use of better dairy bulls than could 
otherwise be had. 
Through the sys­ 
tem of transferring bulls from farm 
to farm, as is done in a bull asso­ 
ciation, it is possible to keep all bulls 
until their daughters hav e made rec­ 
ords, 
and 
until 
the 
records 
of 
the dams and the daughters hav e 
been compared. 
That makes it pos­ 
sible to determine which are the good 
bulls and which ones should be retired 
from serv ice. 
When the census was taken in 19-*0 
only 25 per cent of the dairy bulls of 
the United States and 3 per cent of 
all the dairy cattle were pure-bred, and 
there was only one pure-bred bull to 
each 23 farms 
That Is not a good 
record for an important dairy coun­ 
try. 
To improv e this condition the 
first step should be to eliminate ail 
bulls except the pure-breds; jthe next, 
to prov e all the pure bred bulls through 
the records of their daughters and to 
eliminate all whose daughters are un­ 
satisfactory. 
The bull association is 
one means by which these results may 
be brought about, says Mr. McDowell. 
What Dairymen Think. 
The growth of a mov ement does not 
always prov e its v alue; but in the 
case of dalry-bull 
associations the 
continued and almost constant growth 
since the work, begun is at least some 
indication of what the dairymen think 
of this method of co-operativ e breed 
Ing. 
In 1910, two years after the 
work began, there were 9 associa­ 
tions; In 191 5 there were 15 associa­ 
tions; in 19 20 there were 123 in 30 
states; and in 1927 there are 248 asso­ 
ciations in 33 states.

Potatoes will well repay proper care 
and attention at digging time. This 
is a gtatement of the potato men at 
iha State College of Agriculture at 
Ithaca. 
They declare that bruising 
is especially to be av oided, and that 
ordinarily potatoes should be handled 
as little as possible when dug. 
If al­ 
lowed to lie on the ground, they will 
dry so that not much dirt will adhere 
to them. Careful storing for awhile in 
shallow piles Is desirable as it giv es 
an opportunity for the skin to tight­ 
en. This will av oid slipping of the 
skins which not only permits an en­ 
try of disease, but is objectionable in 
other ways. 
If the tubers are to be stored, they 
should be carefully picked ov er, and 
the bad ones discarded 
All bruised 
and cut potatoes ought to be thrown 
out 
for 
use 
Immediately. 
Disease 
usually attacks them first, and, once 
started, It becomes v ery destructiv e 
and hard to check. 
The potato bins should be thor­ 
oughly swept, and if there has been 
trouble with rot In past season« » It fs 
wise to disinfect them. 
Painting or 
washing all inside parts with a solu­ 
tion of one pint of formaldehyde mixed 
with twenty gallons of water is ef­ 
ficient.

Unless all signs fail this will be 
one of New York’s poorest corn years, 
the college points out. 
Planting was 
late because of unfav orable w eather; 
a shortage of good seed was responsi­ 
ble for many a poor stan d ; corn flelds 
were disked and seeded to buckwheat. 
A late fall may help some but can­ 
not compensate for the cool summer 
which has reduced yields In ev ery 
com field. 
Put Soft Corn In Silo. 
Much corn grown for grain will 
hav e to be put In the silo if it is to be 
sav ed. 
Soft corn which will not keep 
in a crib is safe In a silo; and corn 
stalks, cut up flue and put through 
the ferm entation 
of 
silage cannot 
harbor liv e corn borers. 
Corn properly stored in the silo re­ 
tains more of tts feeding v alue than 
by any other method. 
The college 
suggests that the farmer allow 
his 
corn to stand as long as possible, re­ 
membering that each day’s growth 
means hundreds of pounds of feed; 
allow the ears to reach the glazed 
stage, If possible; if he must cut corn 
that is v ery immature, the bundles 
should lie on the ground a couple of 
days to ev aporate some of the excess 
moisture. 
Extremely green silage Is 
watery and poor in quality. 
Reduce Spoilage in Silo. 
Reduce the spoilage In the silo by 
hav ing the walls air-tight; by cutting 
the pieces small; and by packing firm­ 
ly to exclude ev en small air pockets 
where mold may start. 
In a year like 
this a good part of the feeding v alue 
Is in the leav es of the corn plant, 
<*o none of the leav es should be lost.

In the American v egetable garden 
eight principal food products had their 
i rlgin in the Indian crops existing 
here before the adv ent of the white 
man.

Poor Crop and Borer Point 
Way to Proper Storage 
of Feed. 


Potatoes Repay Proper 
Care at Digging Time 
Potatoes will well repay proper care 
and attention at digging time. This 
is e statement of the potato men at 
iba State College of Agriculture at 
Ithaca. 
They declare that bruising 
Is especially to be avoided, and that 
ordinarily potatoes should be handled 
as little as possible when dug. 
If al­ 
lowed to He on the ground, they will 
dry so that not much dirt will adhere 
to them. Careful storing for awhile In 
■hallow piles Is desirable a* it gives 
an opportunity for the akin to tight­ 
en. This will avoid slipping of the 
skins which not only permits an en­ 
try of disease, but Is objectionable in 
other wa.va. 
If the tubers are to be stored, they 
should be carefully picked over, and 
the bad ones discarded 
All bruised 
and cut potatoes ought to be thrown 
out 
for 
use 
Immediately. 
Disease 
usually attacks them first, and, once 
started, It becomes very destructive 
and hard to check. 
The potato bins should be thor­ 
oughly swept, and If there has been 
trouble with rot In past seasons it is 
wise to disinfect them. 
Painting or 
washing all Inside parts with a solu­ 
tion of one pint of formaldehyde mixed 
with twenty gallons of water Is ef­ 
ficient. 
After the removal of last 
year's crop is. the best time for clean 
Ing and disinfecting the bins for re- 
| eelvtng the new crop. 
Storage below 44) degrees F. Is rec 
ommended whenever possible.

stage. If possible; If he must cut corn 
that Is very immature, the bundles 
should Ue ou the ground a couple of 
days to evaporate some of the excess 
moisture.

THAT BRIGHTENS MISSOURI JOURNALISM

this 
Northeast Missouri town where neur- 
ly everything else including the pro­ 
duction of ice is municipally owned 
and controlled, there is one institu­ 
tion that the citizens

glad

leave in private hands. 
That is the 
Monroe County Appeal, recognized by 
newspaper publishers within and far 
beyond the borders of the State as 
a 
model, rural, weekly newspaper. The 
owner, chief 
editorial 
w riter—ami, 
uhenever necessity 
calls, 
reporter, 
compositor and make-up man—is H. 
J. Blanton, familiarly known locally 
as well as to the newspaper fraternity 
throughout Missouri, as ‘Jack’ Blan­ 
ton, the ‘Horse Editor’. 
Present-day journalism is on 
the 
whole of an 
anonymous 
character. 
But some editors, perhaps 
more of­ 
ten otherwise rural editors, win per­ 
sonal fame and distinction 
in 
the 
newspaper field. 
Such distinction has 
c< me to 'Jack' Blanton as a reward 
for his more than forty years service 
in and around a country 
newspaper 
shop, counting his period of appren­ 
ticeship which he began by doing odd 
jobs in his father's plant. 
For the last thirty years Mr. Blan- 


ton has l>een writing an editorial col­ 
umn, a column set in ‘wide measure’

But Editor Blanton’s wide reputa- 
ion isn’t due solely to the Appeal’s 
i-ditoiial page. 
Recently a discerning

•onceived the idea of naming in 
a 
rural league' an all-American news- 
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paper 
eleven, 
much 
aa 
the 
sport 
critics do in football at the end 
of 
each season. 
Because of its general 
excellence in 
appearance, 
contents, 
prosperity, aim, 
etc., 
the 
Monroe 
County Appeal won a place on 
the 
team. 
Before that event one of the 
largest farm journals in the United 
States selected what it believed were 
the 12 outstanding rural newspapers 
in America.* The Appeal was one of 
the dozen. 
A special writer for that 
magazine visited the Appeal plant in 
Paris and there appeared in the farm 
journal a long article on 
how 
Mr. 
Blanton had achieved success. Some 
years ago also the 
Missouri 
Press 
Association annually awarded a silver 
cup to that weekly Missouri newspa­ 
per which had accomplished the most 
in the year. 
The Appeal 
has 
won 
that cup. 
Thus this newspaper, pub­ 
lished in a town of 1600 inhabitants, 
has been awarded recognition as an

ROAD MARKERS RELATE 
HISTORY OF VIRGINIA 


T ravelers taking the le tte r known 
routes th ro u g h Virginia will soon find 
the book of h er history spread before 
them so th a t even he who speeds may 
learh the high points. 
If he pauses 
w herever a roadside m arker catches 
hi* eye, he m ay reconstruct in im a g ­ 
ination deeds Mnd events that occur­ 
red in o th e r days. 
According to H. F. Eckenrode, di­ 
rector of the division 
of archaeology 
*vnd history of the newly formed state 
conservation and development 
com ­ 
mission, stran g e rs who have come to 
the state to see 
where 
history 
was 
made have found it difficult to obtain 
inform ation. 
In consequence a plan 
was evolved early 
this y ear to indi­ 
cate briefly but adequately points of 
note on or near the most frequented 
highways. 
Three thousand 
m arkers 
are to be placed, about 500 of them 
to he set up before the beginning 
of 
next 
year. 
Many 
are 
already 
in 
place. 
At more im portant «pots the tra v ­ 
eler may read history 
from 
rough- 
hewn slabs of granite with 
inscirp- 
tions on both sides; sites 
«>f 
minor 
significance are t<> be indicated 
by 
less expensive double-faced m arkers 
of alum inum alloy. 
Six roads have been selected 
f**r 
the 
project— th«* 
Jefferson 
f *« u 
Highw ay from W ashington by 
.vav 
of Richmond to the North Carolina 
line; the road from Richmond east to 
W illiam sburg and Newport News; the 
road from Petersburg to Norfolk; the 
Tide W ater Trail f 1 • m F re d e r *k h .rg 
to N ew port News; the Lee Highway 
«town the valley from W ashington to 
Bristol and 
Cum berland; 
and 
the 
Lee-Jackson Highway, running south 
from W inchester. 
The m arkers a lo n g 
these routes will collectively present 
a fair synopsis of the history of 
the 
State. 
The m otorists traveling fr«»m W ash­ 
ington to Richmond 
hardly 
crosses 
the Potom ac before 
he 
comes 
to 
hour-M ile Run, on«* «»f George W ash­ 
ington’s plantations, hitherto passed 
unkonw ingly by hundreds every «lay, 
ami to Vestal Gap Road, which Brad- 
dock followed on hi« way 
to 
Fort 
Dukuesne in 1775. 
From Alexamiria 
•n, the story of the highway, whirr, in 
he main f o l l o w s the ol«l Indian trail, 
s largely th a t of the «ettlement 
of 
N orthern 
Virginia. 
W ashington’s 
Mount Vernon is passed, and G unston 
Hall, home o f George Mason, patriot 
and statesm an — a 
d ra fte r 
of 
the 
Declaration of Rights and of the con- 
titution of \ irginia and a m ember of 
he Continental Congress of 1777. 
The m arkers will also show

he first settler« 
spread 
northw ard 
from the Rappahannock 
to the Po­ 
tomac. 
There is a story

F u rth e r south the high­ 
way is largely identified wiht the old 
Telegraph Road, over w’hich I>ee and 
G rant battled in 1864.

Confederate capital. 
And then will come rem inders

Woman is more im itative, more da- 
dictad to custom, convention, fashion, 
fads. 
There is more difference 
between 
man and man than between 
woman 
and woman. 
Woman is more dependent upon so­ 
cial approval; more polite, consider­ 
ate and kind; richer In the qualities 
that make for altruism and m orality. 
Woman is more religious, man more 
skeptical. 
Man is more intellectual, hut less 
intelligent. 
Woman is cleverer surer and more 
practical; no man under 
30 
is
